The redevelopment program i.s riotewotthy because of its 
glaring omissions .Appalachia is a Ix-autiful country whose ma- 
jor rt-Nourie s bilumiri'.us coal Its wooded hills are stuffed 
with the fuel, and mining has shaped its tragic history. Any 
effort to revitalize this regun without giving serious attention 
to Hu- chaotic coal industry is non<>ensical 

Until aixiut 1U48 coal was an iimneii.se industry, the coun- 
terpart of steel A- a mass employer, it was tieset by oil and 
gas and advancing mining technology, and collapsed abruptly. 
Scores of coal companies were forced out of business in the 
ItiSOs. and these remaining in ojieralion were compelled to 
mechanize to an astonishing degree Thus hordes of industrial 
workmen were led stranded in the mining communities They 
were nu-n who had tieen educated for the mines, their com- 
munities were poorly built and were without decent schools, 
hospitals. ( r roads In the last decade Hk- jerry-built comniun 
ities have turned into people-sties The land is scarred with 
crumbling shacks, tipples commissaries, and culm heaps The 
demoralized jieople. long dependent on public assistance for 
Hieir bread, have littered the roadsides and streams with c-ount- 
less autoiiKcbile hulks and trash dumps. 'I'he creeks and rivers 
are reekm: sewers 

Many miners earn a subsntenc-e living digging coal with 
hand lo'.ls from thin seams These "dog hole " operations lack 
Hie protection of the federal mine safety code and art m a 
hoptleii competition with strip nrunts and the Urge mnebao- 
iztd pita.

try, borders o.n anarchy. I’AKC. hc-wever, blandly ignored this 
salient fact 

The commission might have recommended a giant cleanup 
campaiin lor Appalachia, without this, it is impossible to see 
how the morale ol the people can be restored. Children grow- 
ing up in the i-icredihlt- squalor of the typical mining commun- 
ity fall naturally into the ruinous, sometimes rapacious habits 
of their elders Yet the possibility of clearing away the befoul- 
ed landscape was not even considered. 

The rest of Hie nation has cause for alarm in the pollu- 
tion constantly emanating from this tortured region. Some five 
hundred gigantic culm heaps — man-made mountains of min- 
ing wastes and low-grade coal — containing millions of tons 
of fuel, are forever burning. Their acrid fumes cloak countless 
valleys. Simultaneously, billions of gallons of sulfuric acid 
water dram daily from unsealed mines and open coal auger 
holes. These naust-ous conlaminanls muirbe restrained if Ap- 
palachia is to shed its grim reputation. A feeble start toward 
this goal is authorized by the legislation, but the task will be 
hard, and its ultimate cost will be high indeed. 

Tlie zooming American jiopulalio.i gives Appalachia a gen- 
uine potential as a recreation area, but this potential is being 
aborted hy the ravages of strip mining. New machines, includ- 
ing the giant rubber tire high lifts now coming on the market, 
make it certain lhat surface mines will multiply and that their 
onslaught upon Hie laud will quicken. A feeble gesture at 
alleviating this murder of the land 11 proposed tn the legisla- 
tion, but ah amendment to the bill limits reclamation to pub- 
licly owned laud Since nearly all the torn earth la privately 
owned, the section dealing with strip mining IgjwUhout prac- 
tical meaning.

Klectric (’ooperative Association, and a research group s|)on- 
sored hy l.ockheed Space and .Missile ('onqiany have concluded 
that these plants are feasihle and that their product could he 
profitably marketed And a small developmental royally of 
(lerhaps one half mill per kih»watt hour produced woud plow 
hundreds of mdlions of dollars back into regional facilities and 
services within a de<ade or two Thus Appalachia c<uild in 
large measure finance its own rehabilitation. 

Such plants would make cheap power available every- 
where in the Appalachian range. The lakes created to providr* 
cooling water for the huge eoal-hurnin.> gmierators would cur- 
tail the ravages of floods, simultaneously supplying water for 
new industries which the low-cost electricity would attract to 
the ar<’a. As in the Tennes.see Valley, the lakes would bring 
fishermen, sportsmen, and vacationers. The modern trinity — 
electricity, water, and f»>rtili/er — which has wrought such 
miracles for the TVA, is sorely needed in tin* valleys of Ap- 
palachia. hut PAItC and the Congress refu.'Cd to learn from 
the nation's first great and successful attempt to rejuvenate 
a dying segment of the country. 

To its credit, PAHC considered electric-power development 
as a means of aiding the rejion's economy anti ref|uesl(*d con- 
gressional authori/aticn for a full-scah* power study. The {'on- 
gress. goaded by lobbyists for the private power interests, 
moved with alacrity in the opposite direction and expressly 
prohibited the use of Appalachian Redevelopment Funds for 
the generation, transmission, or sale of electricity.

putilic facilities in Ajipalachia - are tlireateiu'd with extinc- 
tion for laik of operating capital. The administrators of tlu' 
Ajiiialacluan Regional Development .Act will tie powerless to 
aid them They may lie compelU'd to watch these immensely 
beneficial hospitals close for lack of funds while simultane- 
ously finannng the eonsiruelion of others. 

.An effort to obtain an amendment tu'iiefieial to satisfac- 
tory existing hospitals lirouglit stern admonitions from F.AHr 
and congressional sjionsors of the act tliat no changes could 
be tolerated, not even so much as "a single comma ' However, 
when It came to another matter. Senator Ro ,ert Ke'inedy of 
.New Aork was not deterred by such notions. His amendment 
to add Ihirleen relatively prosjH'rous .New York counties to 
Appalaetiia was promptly approved, and by le.-islative flat Hie 
pro-perous inhatiitaiils of comparatively scrubtied upstate New 
A’crk Cities and towns tieeame fellow sufferers with the mis- 
n • lie people ol the Cumberland Plateau 

Paradoxically, not all of Appalachia is poor. There are 
“growth centers" within Hie n'gion whicli an* jirosiierous hy 
national norms. In the.se areas — for example. Kingsport. 
Tennessee — industry has begun to diversify. Rank deposits 
are high. .SehooLs. hospitals, libraries, and other puhlie facili- 
ties and services are good by .Appalachian standards. 'Fhese 
islands of affluence in a sea of pov»*rly grow a^ much by at- 
tracting people from other parts of .America as by highlanders 
out cf the surrounding countryside. .A cruel provision in the 
legislation requires all the development funds to lie spent in 
such a manner as to expedite the expansion of tliese fortunate

entire territory Tlie accentuation of a spotty prosperity will 
make the rich wealthier still without alleviating the misery of 
the poor. This is a reversal of American policy in the develop- 
ment of the 'Pe nessee Valley and of our great Western ter- 
ritrrii’s Here is a m-w national policy which declares that when 
an American n'gion falls into misfortune, only a few of the 
people and only a part of the land will he rescued, with the 
aid going to those who need it least 

What. then, will h«- the consequence of this loudly trumpet- 
ed legislation lor piitlin: more than SH hillion of taxpayers’ 
money into Appalachia’ If we ask. in a paraphrase of John 
Kenni-dy. . ot what it will do for us but for our country, the 
answer has to he a dismal one. The future of Appalachia is 
bleak indeed Tlie absentee landlords are pillaging the country- 
sole of Its coal. oil. gas, and limber. With the exception of a 
lew counties in I'ennsylvania, Tennes.see. and North Carolina, 
little of value is Iwi.'.g manufactured anywhere in the huge 
territory I’AR s scheme will accelerate the bleeding of re- 
sonrees without relieving the region's most pressing ills. The 
ho|)c.s of the people have been stirred. Disillusionment is sure 
to foil w The old people are dying. The young arc leaving. 
'I he middle-aged subsist on the dole. In the estimation of the 
eiirpo.-ations that control the resources, most of the inhabitants 
are simply .supcrflu iis Their lands are worn out. They possess 
no .skills that the nation needs Perhaps if they are retrained, 
they, too. will go away and stop bothering the public consci- 
ence Ajipalachia is becoming a dark island near the heart of

3’he lawyers for Ashton con- 
tiMded that the nature of the 
common law offense was so 
vague and inclusive that it de- 
prived their client of his frec- 
dem of speech and due process 
■Phree of the seven justices 
who dissented Chief Justice 
John .Morrmeri, and Judges 
Brady Stewart and James .Mil- 
likcn said the Pkiglish common 
law of criminal libel is con- 
sistent with constitutional jiro- 
visions. 

They added that elements 
of the crime are so indefinite 
and uncertain that it .should 
not he enforced as an offense 
in Kentucky.

er in the community," Clay * 
added, "this was a period of \ 



strife between union and non- 
union miners and the defend- 
ant and the proscutlng wit- 
nc.sses were in opposing camps 
"From all these facts a jurv 
could conclude that the defend 
ant was motivated bv actual 
malice; that is, he knowingly 
or in reckless disregard of the 
truth published these fals" 
statements for the purpose of 
exposing the nrospcufing wit- 
nc.ssps to public degradation" 
Clav added that Ashton 
agreed to abide hv a majority 
verdict so that his claim that 
only 10 of 12 jurors voted for 
conviction won’t standup 



"It is our conviction that at 
Ica.st in mi.sdcmeanor cases the 
defendant may waive not only 
a 12-man jury hut an ar.imuy 
of the jurors in reaching their 
verdict." he said, “provided 
always that such waiver agree- 
ment is entered into under- 
.standingly and voluntarily. 

One legal source added that 
the case might be taken even- 
tually to to the U.S. Supreme 
Court.
